Revised Paragraph 2 for IAC-D-45/12

NIS elements pertaining to the USSR and the Soviet Satellites 
and NIS sections 23 on all areas, through TOP SECRET, which 
have been approved for release to the International Staffs of 
SHAPE and SACLANT, may be made available to the governments 
of the NATO countriesl thru the following procedures, provided 
such disclosure will result in a net advantage to the US: 


a. NIS sections produced by the Army, Navy, or 
Air Force may be made available to their opposite 
numbers by the senior attaches of those departments 
respectively, such sections remaining in their physical 
custody. 


b. All other NIS sections may be made available to 
the opposite number of CIA's senior representative by 
him, such NIS sections remaining in his physical custody. 


c. The senior attaches of the Defense Department and 

the CIA representative shall from time to time exchange 

' lists of the NIS sections which may be shown to representa - 
tives of the Government to which they are accredited, On 
the basis of these lists and in response to a justifiable 
request, the senior attaches and the CIA senior representa- 
tive may show to their opposite nurbers any listed NIS 
section regardless of the originating department or agency, 


d. Disclosure will be limited te the opposite numbers 


in the government to which the senior attaches and the - 25X1A 
CIA senior representative are accredited, 
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
